Showed Anger at Opposition of Dem ­ 


ocrats to Manila A rm y Post 
Appropriation. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—Some of the 
old partisan fire was injected into 
the proceedings of the house yester­ 
day when the item in the urgent de­ 
ficiency bill appropriating $500,000 for 
a military post at Manila, which the 
Democrats have been using as a text 
for speeches in opposition 
to the 
Philippine policy of fop administra­ 
tion for the last

days, was 
reached. 
Mr. Cannon, in charge of 
the bill, confessed that the appropria­ 
tion was subject to a point of order, 
aft! it went out. 
In lieu thereof, he 
offered an amendment to appropriate 
the same sum for the ‘‘shelter and 
protection” of the* officers and enlist­ 
ed men of the army on duty in the 
Philippines. 
This the chair held to 
be in order, and it at once became 
the subject of a very spirited debate, 
in which Mr. Richardson, the minority 
leader; Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, 
and Mr. DeArmond, of Missouri, were 
pitted against the chairman of the 
appropriations committee. 
Partisan 
I applause rang out on each side to 
I cheer on the respective champions, 
and there seemed to be a solid lineup 
I o'n each side of the political aisle. 
But when the vote came to be taken

; erat, voted with

turning angrily on his political breth- 
i ren as he did so, and with clinched 
I fist in their faces, crying out that he

Mr. Watson paid a beautiful tribute to 
the late President McKinley. 


Paris, Jan. 23.—In view of the state­ 
ment made by Lord Crauborne, the 
British under secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, in the house of com­ 
mons Monday on the subject of rep­ 
resentations made to Great Britain 
before and after the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war, and the dis­ 
patch of the Associated Press from 
London Tuesday on tho same sub­ 
let t. the correspond! ut of the Asso­ 
ciated Press made inquiries in an au­ 
thoritative quarter here. 
The declarations received were in 
pan: 
R u s s ia n Official Said N o . 
In the first place, in the Spanish 
negotiations, ut the end of March, 
18US, to secure the intervention of the 
powers in her favor, Great Britain 
took the same attitude as France and 
the other powers. 
She 
-neither re­ 
fused nor consented to join in collec­ 
tive action. 
All the powers were hes­ 
itating until they ascertained the in­ 
tentions of the others. 
Russia set­ 
tled the 
matter by tile late Count 
Mouravieff s 
blunt 
rejection of the 
proposal. 
Later Austria instructed its ambas­ 
sadors to propose to the European 
governments that a note be presented 
at Washington urging 
the 
United 
States to accept Spain's offer and 
avert war. 
Balfour 
promised the 
Spanish ambassador to instruct Lord 
Paum efote to act alone, or with his 
colleagues, with the view to maintain 
peace.

definitely agreed upon, though Russia, 
Franco and Germany were disposed 
towards a movement

iv ort an outhit ak of hositili ties.

few days belove the war, however, it 
was declared that Mr. Balfour had 
raised the objec tion to which Lord 
Cranboine alluded in the house of 
commons Monday against any note 
which would have the appearance of 
putting pressure on the United States 
or offering an opinion on the United 
States’ attitude. 


All That England Did For Us. 
This was the extent of Great Brit­ 
ain's action in favor of the United 
Slates. 
The statement of a prominent Brit­ 
ish official quoted in the Ixmilon dis­ 
patch of the Associated Press Tues­ 
day regarding the alleged support by 
France of tho Austrian proposal, is 
declared to be incorrect. 
France did 
not back up tho proposal and the 
French ambassador in Loudon con­ 
fined himself to making an inquiry 
as to what view the British govern­ 
ment took of the matter. 
France’s 
attitude throughout was friendly 
to 
tho United States, as well as to Spain, 
her ardent desire being to avert war. 
She leek no initiative in any sugges­ 
tion tending to put pressure on the 
United States, nor at any time encour­ 
aged Spain to resistance. 
Her influ­ 
ence was always directed, in the pour­ 
parlers of tho powers, to maintaining 
peace. 
The exact value w'hieh should be 
placed on Great Britain's leanings to­ 
wards the United State's 
can 
be 
gauged, it is declared, by the fact 
that when war was declared Senor 
Gullon was 
furious, firstly, against 
Germany; 
secondly, against Russia, 
and only thirdly against Great Brit 
ain. 
His resentment 
against 
Ger­ 
many was due to tho latter having 
encouraged Spain to resist and then 
having abandoned her at the last mo­ 
ment. 
S t Petersburg, Jan. 23.—The 
cor­ 
respondent of tile Associated Press 
here has obtained the following state­ 
ment from the Russian foreign office 
regarding the announcement.made in 
the British house of commons Mon­ 
day eoncrening negotiations between 
the powers before and after the out­ 
break of the Spanish-American war 
and the assertions made by a Brit­ 
ish foreign official to a representa­ 
tive of the Associated Press on the 
same subject: 
Statement From Russia. 
“Russia has always been and is now 
extremely desirous 
of 
maintaining 
amicable relations with the United 
States. 
Russia never had any inten­ 
tion of participating in any collective 
step in the Spanish-American dispute 
which did not directly concern her. 
Nor did Russia receive any proposi­ 
tion having such action in view. 
In­ 
deed, we received no information re­ 
garding Austria’s alleged initiative or 
about an attempt on the part of any 
of the powers to interfere in the in­ 
terest of Spain.”

Tile individual may foci sleepy and 
elf refreshed if he takes a nap. 
A habit of this kind, exclusive of 
the periods of early childhood and of old age. destroys the natural rhythm of 
waking and rest, which is adjusted in normal individuals to ‘the stimulus of 
dav and the quiet of night. The individual is to some extent out of harmo­ 
ny with his environment. 
He is a less capable accum ulator aud producer of 
tnergy. 
The other alternative is that he oversteps the limit of normal fatigue. The 
brain cells, which are uot functioning easily, are stim ulated iu various ways, 
an<i instead of becoming tired the individual becomes excited. The way in 
which this conies about depends to some extent upon the structure of the 
brain. One part of this ofjgan in capable of stirring up another part. 
Aa 
illustration of this may be seen in the following experim ent: Not long ago I 
askos! a lady to register the number of pounds she was able to squeeze on a 
dynamometer. 
After taking note of the amount I asked her to recite a piece 
of poetry, which she did with a good deal of spirit. 
I then asked lier to 
squeeze again. Bile was able to exert a pressure of *20 pounds m ore'than be­ 
fore. 
A decided increase of this kind is found with about half of several hun­ 
dred people I have tested. 
While a certain amount of synergial action of this kind is only an evidence 
of a lively temperament and a properly working brain, too much of it conies 
from a cm lition of irritable nervous weakness or chronic fatigue. 
Fete 
finds that such excessive reaction is most frequent in individuals suffering 
from neurasthenia, or hysteria. Clouston points out that this overexcitement, 
when in a social field, often called “keeping up." or will power, is an indi­ 
cation of ti faulty brain. 
Besides the excessive stirring up of one part of tin* brain by another, per­ 
sons with tendencies to overfatigue frequently use m aterial stimulants, such 
a- alcohol, cocaine, opium, morphine, tobacco, tea and coffee. The two latter 
an often used to excess by children. 
These aet in two ways. 
At first, but 
only for ti short time, they call out more energy. 
Reaction time is lessen­ 
ed, After riiis initial effect reaction tim e is increased, although the indi­ 
vidual is generally under tjie illusion that he is more energetic. As with oth­ 
er morbid influences, the finest reactions stiffer first. 
The most delicate 
avenues of energy, which normally contribute the final control to the whole 
activity, are first impaired.

Considering this fact doesn’t it 
seem unreasonable to attem pt to force 
the doctor who is called in such a 
case to hold his horse 
down to a 
walk while crossing the bridge and 
thus lose tim e of Inestimable value? 
“It is nearly always necessary also 
for a clergym an to be present with­ 
out the loss of a moment when he is 
called. 
Frequently his services 
are 
desired a t a death bed, and it could 
easily De the case th at the dying man 
or woman would pass away while the 
reverend gentlem an w'as holding his 
horse down to regulation speed.

E ver since the tim e th a t the bridge 
was first opened for public use there 
have been scores of com plaints m ade 
to the m ayor concerning th e charges 
for toll and also because of alleged 
undue authority shown by those in 
charge of the Bridge. 
On the other 
hand Supt. Paulley has m ade num er­ 
ous com plaints to tile m ayor because 
of alleged infiac tions of his code of 
rules, which have tended to harrass 
the m ayor to an intolerable point. 
The 
mayor 
learns 
th a t 
very 
m any persons who are compelled to 
come in contact with th e toll collec­ 
tors are making daily protests. 
No­ 
body objects to the price ask ed for 
foot passage, though it is much above 
that generally charged over th e coun­ 
try. but the assessm ents m ade lo r ve­ 
hicles have been causing complaint. 
The m a tte r of charges, however, is 
not governed by the mayor, though he 
is am ong the many who would like to 
see a reduction.

tim. 
Considering this fact doesn’t it 
seem unreasonable to attem p t to force 
the doctor who is called in such a 
case to hold his horse 
down to a 
walk while crossing 
the bridge and 
thus lose tim e of inestim able value? 
“It is nearly always necessary also 
for a clergym an to be present w ith­ 
out the loss of a m om ent when he is 
called. 
Frequently his services 
are 
desired at a death bed, and it could 
easily he the case th a t the dying m an 
or woman would pass away while the 
reverend gentlem an was holding his 
horse down to regulation speed. 
“Even if the m inister is only w ant­ 
ed to officiate at a wedding, he should 
not be delayed. 
In such a case 
he 
should be rushed and not retarded. 
• “ Doctors and preachers will never 
be fined for fast driving in the m ayor’s 
court while I am in authority.’’

TELEPHONE POLES 


In Great 
Numbers 
Being 
Erected 
About the C*ty— Difficult 
Work. 
Innumerable poles are being erect­ 
ed by the Hell Telephone company 
which will hold the wires that will 
extend from the cable conduits.

several days a crew of men has been 
working under the direction of Philip 
Corbett, west of Market street. The 
poles are large in diameter, tall and 
substantial.

Believing fully In the old adage that 
“right wrongs no man,” Mayor David­ 
son, who Has always 
demonstrated 
since he assumed the duttes of city 
ex e rtiv e that his court is one of jus­ 
tice at all times, issued the positive 
decree today that an 
exception 
Is 
henceforth to be made of some cases 
that, result from violations of the rules 
governing the Chester bridge. 
Ever since the time that the bridge 
was first Opened for public ase there 
have been scores of complaints made 
to the mayor concerning the charges 
for toll and also because of alleged 
undue authority shown by those in 
charge of the bridge. 
On the other 
hand Supt. Paul ley has made numer­ 
ous coin plaints to the mayor because 
of alleger! infra* tiong of his code of 
rules, which have tended to harras* 
the mayor to an intolerable point. 
The 
mayor 
learns 
that 
very 
many persons who are compelled to 
come in contact with the toll collec­ 
tors ar*- making daily protests. 
No­ 
body objects to the price asked for 
foot passage, though it is much above 
that generally charged over the coun­ 
try. but the assessments made for ve­ 
hicles have been causing complaint. 
The matter of charges, however, is 
not governed by the mayor, though he 
is among the many who would Ilk** to 
see a reduction. 
The greatest fault 
he has to find is that concerning the 
stringent rules against fast 
driving. 
He does not believe that racing should 
be allowed, neither does he criticise 
efforts to hold fast drivers in check. 
But yet he believes there are excusa­ 
ble cases. 
His new decree Is that doctors and 
preachers will hereafter he 
exempt 
from sentence even if proven conclu­ 
sively guilty of breaking 
the 
fast 
driving rules. 
In explaining his rea­ 
sons for taking this action th:* mayor 
says that when either 
a 
doctor or 
minister is sent for it is most gener­ 
ally an urgent case that demands his 
presence. 
“It seems to me that I would be 
doing a great injustice to fine a doc 
tor for driving his hors** over a bridge 
faster than a walk. 
Take, 
for 
in 
stance. In the case of an accident 
where a man is badly Injured 
and 
when medical or surgical aid 
must 
lie had, the small space of a minute 
may mean life or death with the vie 
tim. 
Considering this fact doesn’t it 
seem un rug son a I) Ie to attempt to force 
the doctor who is called in such a 
case to hold his horse down to a 
walk while crossing tho bridge and 
thus lose time of inestimable value? 
“It Is nearly always necessary also 
for a clergyman to be present with 
out the loss of a moment when he is 
called. 
Frequently his services 
are 
desired at a death bed, and it could 
easily be the case that the dying man 
or woman would pass away while the 
reverend gentleman was holding his 
horse down to regulation speed. 
“liven if the minister is only want­ 
ed to officiate at a wedding, he should 
not be delayed. 
In such a case 
he 
should be rushed and not retarded, 
“Doctors and preachers will never 
he fined for fast driving in the mayor's 
court while I am in authority."
